COLUMBIA -- An institute for 
advanced study in college-stu­ 
dent personnel work will be con­ 
ducted at the University of M is­ 
souri, 
during

1968-69 
academic year. It will be sup­ 
ported with a grant of approxi­ 
mately $250,000 from the U. S. 
Office of Education. 
Thirty 
participants 
from all 
parts of the nation who are pre­ 
sently engaged in professional 
education work will be accepted 
for the training.
